I 
under stood from you that there was to be a mail established there, 
did I not? It seems to me that this would be another step in 
aid ef Mre Duncan which would be very desirable, as I believe now 
he hag to make a three weeks' journey and at considerable expense 
to obtain his letters. If anything has been done with reference 
to establishing 4 mail°route that will reach Mr. Duncan's colony, 
will you kindly let me know? 

We hope soon to be able to put Mr. Duncan on his feet in a 
financial way, but this we do not care to have made public at pres- 
ent.
